Educational. 

The  regularly -called  seboel 

the  Central  Union  District  was  held  on  the 
evening  of  June  18th.  The  meeting  having 
been  called  to  order  by  C.  Peloubet,  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Tsustees,  Coll  J.  Turner 

was  appointed  Chairman  and  Jaar  P;  4***+ 

Secretary.  * 

The  gbjects  of  the  meeting  were  stated 
by  the  Clerk  as  follows  :  The  appropriation 
of  $4,500  for  school  purposes,  end  $5,700 
for  school  house  purpose*.  The  former 
Mum,  as  explained  by  the  trustees,  was  to  be 
tmed  exclusively  for  the  salaries  of  the 
teachers  ;  and  the  latter  to  be  appropriated 
towards  paying  the  janitor’s  salary,  supply¬ 
ing  stationery,  fuel,  eto  ;  also  to  pay  the 
interest  on  the  debt  of  the  district,  and  for 
the  sinking  fund  formed  for  paying  off  the 
principal. 

The  amounts  stated  above  were  unani¬ 
mously  adopted  by  the  district.  The  Trus¬ 
tees  reported  that  the  present  Central 
school  building  was  now  quite  inadequate 
for  the  wants  of  the  district,  the  present 
building  being  required  to  accommodate 
the  demands  existing  for  the  grammar  and 
high  school  departments,  and  that  another 
school  building  in  the  vicinity  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  one  was  needed  to  accomodate  the  pri¬ 
mary  department.  After  a  careful  discus¬ 
sion  on  this  question  the  following  motion 
whs  unanimously  adopted  : 

That  the  Trustees  be  requested  to  get  the 
refusal  of  a  site  for  a  nefc-  primary  school 
building  neur  the  present  Central  School 
building.  Considerable  discussion  was  had 
upon  this  resolution,  and  it  was  at  length 
carried.

Within  the  year  369  new  enterprises  liave 
been  established,  most  of  them  in  the  West, 
where  the  system  of  auxiliary  printing 
known  under  the  name  of  “patenf  outrides 
prevails  to  a  very  great  extent,  and  which* 
by  its  reducing  the  expenses  of  the  oountry 
publisher,  encourages  and  promotes  these 
new  ventures.  New  York  claims  the  largest 
number  of  periodicals,  958  ;  Nevada  the 
smallest;  New  Jersey  takes  high  rank  as  a 
newspaper-reading  State,  and  can  boast  of 
157,  more  than  many  larger  and  more  popu¬ 
lous  States. 

As  to  newspaper  longevity,  there  are  but 
7  centennarians,  the  patriarch  of  which 
is  the  Portsmouth  (N,  H.)  Gazette,  born 
Oct  27,  1756.  A  list  of  40  is  given,  em¬ 
bracing  those  that  have  existed  for  half  a 
century  or  more. 

Compared  with  other  nations,  America  is 
greatly  in  advance,  and  has  nearly  os  many 
newspapers  as  the  rest  of  the  known  world 
combined,  j  .., 

These  statistics,  though  mufe,  are  truth- 
fully  eloquent  as  to  the  warm  appreciation 
of  the  Nation  for  their  newspapers.  Go 
into  what  remote  hamlet  you  will,  and  its 
denizens  will  point  with  priile  to  news¬ 
paper.  And  what  shall  be  said  of  the  vast 
influence  of  this  great  outlay  of  newspaper 
talent  ?  This  power  for  good  or  evil  eanuot 
be  over-estunated.  *Sukl  Napoleon,  “  four 
hostile  newspapers  are  more  to  be  [feared 
than  a  hundred  thousand  bayonets.”
